JACKSON, Wyo. (UPI) - ForniDr Interior 
Secretary Cecil Andrus Sunday called his 
successor's stance on energy development In 
wilderness areas "shortsighted." 

Andrus also said pristine lands ore the last 
place the notion should look for energy. 

Andrus, speaking with reporters in a 
mountain meadow near the proposed Gros 
Ventre wilderness urea, said it was "clearly 
the intent of Congress that these areas not be 
opened" to oil and gas exploration. 

Andrus. who was joined by Jackson con- 
servationist Margaret Muric and former Sen. 
.Gaylord Nelson, D-Wis., mode his remarks 
two days after Interior Secretat^ James Watt 
met with Western ■govcrnorr'at a nearby 
resort.

Watt, asked by reporters for his views on oil 
* and. gas development in wilderness areas, 
said ho had not yet taken a position, _ 

Andrus, however, said he believes the 
current awrclary would-allowr development 
In wlldomess'aroas ."because of the philoso- 
phy that has been espoused bv that individual 
heretofore." 

"He did make it clear that wildcrnesi; 
would not be treated in any special wny when 
he said that no public lands arc sncre<l," 
added Nelson, who is chairman of the 
Wilderness Society. 

Andrus, a two-term Jdalio governor before 
hi-s appointment as interior secretary' in the 
Carter adminislraion, said Watt's stalenient 
was "reason enougli for us lo be concerned," 



Andrus. who is now acting as a consultant 
to the Wilderness Society, said the ic/iea'thnt it 
is necessary to search for energy l.n wilder- .

If the publicity buildup is any indication, Ameri- 
cans this week will be saturated with news 'about 
another nuclear power protest, this one in Cailfornia. 

Anti-nuclear forces are staging a showdoM/n, of 
sorts, at the Diablo Canyon reactor complex, which is 
scheduled to begin operations. The fact that il is 
happening in California just adds to the litory's 
impact. 

But whafwlll this protest accomplish? Nothing? 
Those who have vowed to keep Diablo Canyon from 
going on line are smaller in number than originally 

^projected. . 

_In_ addition, California-authorities have asseroibied 

a small armjf of police officers to handle the exported 
disturbance. Those protestors most adamant about 
maliing their point likely will be arrested, providing 
— footage-fOF4he-televiBion-camer-as^s-they-flre-hftu!ed— 
away. 

Barring any last-minute technical glitches, Diablo 
Canyon will begin to hum. The fact that the AbaJone 
Alliance hasn't mustered the support it thougliit il_ 
could is-a-signai that anti-nuclear forces are wearing 
thin. Diablo Canyon may be a symboirb'ul it is not 
proving to be a rallying point. 

President Ronald Reagan-may, however, fire up 
the nuclear debate if he soon announces a new 
program aimed at aiding the ailing nuclear po\ver 
-industry^The-protagonists-already-are-setling-Ihe— 
stage to pressure Congress not to buy thai plan. 
— Theerilics-all-point-loThrerMile-Isiand-arthe-wart— 
on-nuelear-power's face. But-they-never-mention-ali- 
those nuclear plants that are operating safely and riire 
filling an important gap in the production of power.- 

The critics never take note that Europe is consiid-

The team, known as the Springboks, 
arrived virtually unannounced in 
Honolulu because of tears ■ of -de" 

. monslnilions similar to those in New 
Zealand, where ihe players were the ' 
object of the most violent civil dis- 
turbances in tne nation s History both 
On Ihe playing field and at the airport. 

Springbok team manager Johannes 
Cl;is.sen told UPI on Ihe stopover en 
route lo l^s Angeles, "We'.ve come 
here (to the United Sinies) lo play 
rugl)y. I'm not a politician and as far 
as Ihe political stuff is concerned, it's 
no concern to me. 

"We arc here as sportsmen. . ,to 
play a few games of rugby." said 
Cias.scn. ■■That'sour only purpose."
